Richani M. Nixon, the federal gov-

As a result, the num- 
ber I'f racial minorities in the con- 
struction industry increase-d fn>m 1 to 
12 percent. Nixon's basic strategy 
was to utilize a liberal reform for a 
conserv ati\ e obiecti\ e the expansion 
ot the -Atncan-Amencan middle class 
wcHild pcrtentially benefit the Repub- 
lican Party Nixon authorized placing 
Federal Reserve funds in black- 
owned banks, he publicly defended 
the sU.gan "Black ftjwet' but careful- 
ly interpn'ted it a.s "black capitalism."

In the prop<Med 19^96 city budget, the animal shelter is 
slated to receive $^,S73. No city mwwy has btm srt ^ide for 
the homeless shelter 

Eby said they are iust asking the city to participate m helping 
hununs. just as ttie city do^ for animab. 

For the time being, the animal shelter falls under a public 
health and safetv standard having lo do with animal control, 
and is recognized as a gin ernmental responsibtlily, said City 
Commissioner Steve Meisburg. 

The community and c4lwrs are d<Nftg a good job providing 
food, time and money for the Shelter, said Koonlz, and now it 
is up to the local government to join The shelter is asking tor 
$69,8iX^ each fn^m the city and the county for the next tiscal year. 

In nscal year 1994-95, the shelter received $51,000 fnm the 
state, H^JOQO from private dmations, $16,000 from tlw county 



and none from city.

Boutros-Ghali: If member nations don't pay up, UN will go broke

He said such mandates put pres- 
sure on him to engage in irresponsi- 
ble financial mana^ment.

That was apparently enough to 
prix-ipitate his murder. As he threw 
the car into reverse after a heated 
argument, a man appeared at his 
win^. "What are you KH>king tor, 
(expletive)?" the man shouted. He 
then shot six bullets into the 
uruirnu'd 27-vear old athlete four 
into his left shoulder, one into the 
right hand that Escotwr held up in 



desperation and one into Ms neck. 

1 \ en after Colombia's 0-0 tie with 
the Americans m the U.S. Cup final 
Sunday, Esci>bar s murder continues 
to reverberate here. It symbolizes a 
culture dominated ^drug traffick- 
ing and Its ruthless moral code - 
polluting the national sjH>rt, neuter- 
ing tM judicial s)^tem and, mi»st 
ccmspkuously, devaluing life In the 
most \ iolent nation in the world.
